plainly appears to be the case, for
when it Is stated that the law affects
only goods which are shipped within
thirty days of their completlon-a- n that
appears to be necessary Is to lnorease
production to such a point that a sur-
plus can be established, to remain in
storage for a month's period and then
sent into interstate commerce as if
there was no child labor law in exist-
ence. There Is no restriction on the
employment of children, according
to the practices of the past, un-

der such a law, and there is
no violation when children are
employed in the manufacture
of goods so delayed in shipment.
Rather does the amendment point the
way to that very circumvention of the
law, and it appears that the bill as
passed is therefore two sided. It pre-
tends to check child labor but at the
same time shows how child labor can
be used without breaking the law.
That being the case those who con-
sider that the desired effect is not
nullified are due for an awakening.

THE NEW CHAMBER OF COM-

MERCE.
There has been much to commend

in the work which has been done by
two of Norwich's civic organizations
in their efforts to build up and aid in
the progress of the city, but just at
the ipresont tfme the best step taken
has been the decision by the members
of the Board of Trade and the Cham-
ber of Commerce to abandon their or-
ganizations as they have existed in the
past and Join together in a new Cham-
ber of Commerce of Norwich to be in-
corporated under the laws of the state
and to be affiliated with the state and
national bodies of the same name.

Norwich is not a large enough com-
munity to permit two organizations
which are working to the same end to
operate without more or less friction
and jealousjc What is needed is the
pulling together of all its citizens in-

stead of pulling apart. Unity of pur-
pose and unity of action has long been
needed and nothing has brought it to
light more plainly than the experience
which has resulted during the past
few years. One good powerful and ac-

tive organization constantly nt work
for the progress of Norwich is far pre-
ferable to two weak and struggling
ones which pay more attention to what
the other is doing than to the real ob-
ject of their existence.

In bringing out a .full realization of
this point it is possibly a good thing
that the city has passed through its
recent experience but it is time now
to give the new and united organiza-
tion the support it deserves and let
the effects show in the benefits to the
community.

1,000 FOOT DRY DOCK

COMPLETED AT BALBOA

An Important Step In the Militariza
tion of the Canal Zone.

Panama, Sept, 19. The virtual
completion of the new 1,000-fo- ot dry
dock at Balboa, in conjunction with
the shops and foundries there, and of
the 4S5,0C0-to- n coaling plant at Cris
tobal, are important steps in the mil
itarization of the Canal, ana making
it an important naval base. The dry
dock and the coaling plant are now in
operation, although further work ie
necessary to bring them to comple
tion. They have both been used dur
ing the post week for commercial
ships passing through the 'Canal, and
the navy cruiser Charleston, which
has been stationed at the Atlantic en
trance since the last German crisis, is
now being overhauled and given ex-
tensive repairs in the dry dock.

The dry dock Is 1,000 feet long by
110 feet wide, having the same dim
ensions as the Chambers of the locks.
It will accommodate the largest ships
m the world, and even at this stage
of completion has handled one vessel
drawing 33 feet of water. It has a
depath over the blocks of 35 feet at
mean tide, or 46 feet at high tide. It

THE WAR PRIMER
By National Geographic Society

Rumania's Boundaries A succinct
description of Rumania's boundaries
is given in today's war geography
bulletin issued by the National Geo-
graphic Society. The analysis of the
southern, western and northern iron-tie- rs

of the largest and most pros-
perous of the Balkan States is of
timely interest in view of the decla-
ration of war which places this coun-
try in alliance with the Entent Allies
against the Central powers. The bul-
letin eays:

"The two big western jaws of Ru-
mania the provinces of Moldavia
and Wallachia look as if they had
been set with gigantic, jagged teeth
by some titan deity of war. And
these great molars, the towering Car-
pathians, seem ready to close down
upon and bite from AustriarHun-gary'- s

domain the rich region known
r.s TranoyH'.tnia, with an area of
21,000 square miles. New that hostil-
ities between Rumania and the dual
monarchy have been declared it is the
problem cf the latter nation to make
the natural fortress of east Hungary
an impregnable salient jutting far in-
to the enemy's lines.

"Prom in the southwest,
where the Danube rushes through the
Kazan Defile out of Hungary and be-
comes the southern boundary of Ru-
mania, to that point in a northeast-
erly direction v.'here the three fron-
tiers of Russia, Rumania and Buko-vin- a

meet in 300 miles. in an airline,
but following the crest of .the Car-
pathians 'along the devious interna-
tional boundary between western Ru-
mania and eastern Hungary the dis-
tance is more than 500 miles. This
line is pierced at several points by
passes and swift-flowin- g rivers which
break through the rocky wall, but,
generally speaking, the mountains,
which are known as tho Transylvania
Alps and which at some places at-
tain an altitude of more than 8,010
feet, form a great rampart for Hun-
gary, gs the eastern slopes into Ru-
mania are much more precipitous
than those leading westward down to
the fertile Hung-aria- plain.

"The most famous breaks' in this
mountain wall are the previously
mentioned Kazan Pass, which is also
known as the Gorge of the Iron Gates;
the Roteturm Pass, which follows the
depression of the turbulent Aluta
River; the Borgo and Predcal Passes.
Railroad engineers have taken advan-
tage of these natural gateways
through the rocks, one of the most
important railways being that which
connects the Rumanian capital, Buch-
arest, with Budapest, via Temesvar.
It enters Rumania through the Kazan
Defile. The distance between the two
capitals by this line is 546 miles, and
before the war upset railroad sche-
dules the tourist could board a sleep-
ing car on tha Orient Express in Vi-
enna at seven o'clock one evening,
pass through Budapest at midnight,
and arrive at Bucharest the following
evening at 6 : SO. The usual running
time from Budapest to Bucharest is
21 hour3 on this line and an hour
longer by way of the Predeal Pass,
the distance by the latter route being
561 miles.

"Rumania touches the northeastern
corner of Serbia for a distance of 50
miles below the Iron Gate, the Dan-
ube forming the boundary line. To
the east, beyond the Serbian frontier
town of Radievatz, the broad reaches
of the river constitute the dividing
line between Bulgaria and Rumania.
The northern (Rumanian) bank of thegreat waterway is largely fen land,
presenting a most desolate aspect.
Numerous islands dot the bottom of
the swift river whose waters turn the
wheels of many floating waterSfillls
moored along the bank in this part
of its course. Some twenty miles
northeast of the Bulgarian railroad
junction city of Uustohuk the inter-
national (boundary ceases to follow
the river but breaks sharply to the
southeast, reaching the Black Sea at
Baltchik. This artificial line was es-
tablished . to Rumania's advantage
following the Second Balkan war,
Bulgaria being the loser ' of 2,900
square miles in this region of Dobrud-j- a.

"The northeastern boundary of Ru-
mania Is the River Pruth, which rises
in the Carpathians beyond Czeroo-wit- z

and flows in a southeasterly di-
rection into the Danube 10 miles be-
low the important Rumanian city of
Ga'atz. It separates the province of
Bessarabia, a natural boundary of 830
miles. From the conflunce of the
Pruth with the Danube the larger
river is the Russo-Rumani- bound-ary to the Black Sea. The Rumanianfrontage from north to south on thisgreat island sea exceeds 160 miles."

MODIFIED TRAFFIC RULES.
By its action In suspending- the en-

forcement of the present traffic ordi-
nance bo far as It prohibits the stop-
ping of vehicles on certain of the main
streets of the city for more than 15
minutes, and extending the time for
such occupancy cf the highway to 30
minutes between the hours cf eight
in the morning and nine in the even-
ing, the court of common council has
given heed to the petition of business
houses and citizens. It means that such
modification is going to be given a
tryout for the purpose of determining
whether under the existing circum-
stances it will be satisfactory in such
a form, which being the case the act-
ual change in the ordinance will be
undertaken.

This change has been brought about
by the enforcement of the old ordi-
nance. It didn't require long to show
up some of the defects and it is en-
tirely possible that the modification
has not rearhed that degree of per-
fection which would make it unwise to
still further amend it. and it may even
be found that other streets than those
already concerned should be included
to relieve congestion and make travel
safe.

Norwich wants the best traffic rules
that it can get which meet the situa-
tion as it exists in this city. The' idea
is not to impose hardships upon any-
one unnecessarily but to serve the
common good of all, and when such
regulatior.3 have been obtained to have
them respected. That some changes
have been favored U gratifying and it
is entirely possible that others will
vet be considered advisable. Such is
the way defects are overcome.

THE KELVINIA CASE.
Germany has been busy with its

submarines sinking merchant ships in
the past summer. It is even claimed
that 53 hostile and neutral ships have
been sent to the bottom in the ten days
previous to September 13, the neutral
vessels being destroyed because they
carried contraband and it was impos-
sible to take them to a German port.

It is entirely possible that Germany
Was Justified in the sinking of each
and everyone of those ships. It is
fully 'understood that it has rights as
a belligerent under the rules of war
If it goes according to such regula-
tions. Interest is revived in this coun-
try because one of the number sunk,
the Kelvinia, was a ship carrying 28
Americans and while none of them
was injured or lost, if the claim is
true that the vessel was torpedoed
without warning, i furnishes a good
reason for calling Germany to ac-

count.
While Germany may claim that it

has a right to sink, enemy ships,
f which will be granted, and while it
Y may claim the right to sink neutrals

. found carrying contraband, which
, right may be disputed, it can hardly
; Claim that it is' privileged to sink ves- -

sels without warning or without first
j ascertaining whether they are actual-

ly carrying contraband or not.
' All tha facts in the case should
' therefore be obtained and if a Ger-- .,

man submarine sank the Kelvinia
without giving the crew warning it

f must be looked upon as a violation of
: Its agreement to respect the rules of

war on the high seas.

LOCATING AND SUPPRESSING
VILLA.

Villa has shown by his raid upon
the city of Chihuahua that he has no:
been disposed of as a menace to the
de facto government of Mexico. Ho
has shown also that the efforts which
have been put forward by the consti-
tutionalist forces to run him down
have amounted to little or nothing or
else they have not seriously under-
taken such a task, for Villa still ex-
ists and he appears to be able to strike
when he pleases.

It is therefore an interesting side-
light which is cast upon the situation
in Mexico by the delegates in attend-
ance at the conference at Groton when
they "pointed out that if Villa had
been located by the action at Chihua-
hua, the task of running him down
would be greatly simplified." It was
suggested that if Pershing's forces
should be withdrawn a Mexican force
would take their place and thus pre-
vent Villa from raiding to the north-
ward, and it was further believed that
General Trevino would now pursue
him relentlessly. All of that sounds
well, but General Pershin? is not sup-
posed to be protecting Chihuanua and
yet the Mexican forces under Carran-z- a

did not prevent him from raiding
that city. They have not even gone
to the trouble to locate him but left
it to Villa to disclose himself.

Such being the case, how much de-
pendence could be placed upon a Mex-
ican force preventing him from mak-
ing other such raids as he conducted
against the town of Columbus? The
time for the relentless pursuit of Vil-
la was months ago and not after he
has been given plenty of time to add
to his list of depredations.

What to Save and How to Save it.
The chief use of the kitchen is for

the preparation of food, and one of
the greatest wastes in the household
arises herei because the housewife does
not always know the best methods of
keeping foods io conserve their full
flavor. A great deal of food is wasted
because it has been put in too cold,
too wet, or too Ary a place.

The animal food products, meat, fish.
oils, lard, butter, milk, cheese and eggs
keep best in a slightly damp, cool
wcil-aijrc- d place. Cheese hvill keep
well, i wrapped in oiled paper. If
fresh meat has to be kept longer than
usual, brown the outer surface quicKly
m hot fat. Flour, cornmeal, rice, tap
ioca, breakfast food preparations and
all cereal foods require a dry, dark
place. All kinds of canned and pre-
served fruits keep best in a dark place.
Most kinds ' OC head vegetables' keep
better if the stems are placed in water.

I Leaf vegetables such as spinach, leaf
leiLuce, a.nu parsiey Keep oest in a
dark, damp place wrapped in cheese
cloth or placed in a tin pail.

In summertime there are ways of
keeping foods cool without ice or a
refrigerator. A damp cloth thrown
over left-ov- er food or vegetables helps
to keep them moist and cool. An ice
less refrigerator may be made at home.
It depends for its coolness upon the
evaporation of water from the cloth
covering and a temperature of 50 de
grees F. may be obtained. Good cov-
ers for food can easily be made from
pieces of cheese cloth. A weight
placed in each corner will keep them
from blowing off. So much for the
Keeping of food.

From left-ov- er food many attractive
dishes can be made.

Cereals can be moulded and fried.
Sour milk can be used in pancakes,

gingerbread and cornmeal.
Cheese can be used in many different

alsnes.
Dry pieces of bread can be ground up

ana Kept on hand tor breadme cutlets
chops, or fish. These crumbs should
not be too old, and the icwpacle
in which they are kept should not be
air tight.

Fat from meat or fowl should be
saved, rendered out In boiling water
ana used ror trying.

Left-ov- er fruit juices, if In large
quantities, can be sealed up for winter
use. tomauer quantities may be boiled
down into a syrup for puddings. A
good grade of vinegar can also be made
from ffuit juices.
